Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the 
Cantonment Board, Shahjahanpur, with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government hereby impose a tax to be known 
as water tax within the limits of Shahjahanpur Cantonment 
at the rates specified below :— 

RATE OF TAX 

(1) 10% per annum on the annual value of building 
and land connected with the source of public water- 
supply. 

(2) 4% per annum on the annual value of building and 
land without any connection with the source of 
public water-supply. 

Provided that no tax shall be levied on any build¬ 
ing and land owned, leased, hired or appropriated
